WASHINGTON, May 1 (UP)— 
Senate investigators made public 
today a long-secret report which 
warned President Truman in 1947 
that Russia even then was train- 
ing Nerth Korean Communists 
for an-invasion of South Korea 
which came three. years later. . 

The report on Korea, drafted. 
by Lt. Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer 
in September 1947, called fore a 
vigorous program of United 
States aid to South Korea to 
help safeguard an freedom 
and independence. also called 
for creation of an American- 
officered Korean scout force and. 
United States military advice. 

Released by Committee. 

The document, withheld until 
now by the Administration, was 
released today by the Senate 
Armed Services Committee which 
with the -Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, -will investigate 
the ouster of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. 

Wedemeyer recommended to 
Truman that American occupa- 
tion troops remain in South Ko-| 

until Russian troops were 
drawn from the north. ~ 
e warned that “the Soyiet- 
equipped and trained North Ke- 
rean’ People’s (Communist) army 
of approximately 125,000 is vastly 
superior to the United States- 
organized constabulary of 16,000 
(South) ‘Koreans equipped with 
Japanese small arms.” 

He said the 1947 South Korean 


' force was adequate to cope with 


the current unrest in the country. 
but that it could not—even with 
the help of American occupation 
troops then in Japan—meet a So- 
viet-controlled invasion by North 
Korean forces. 

Urged Military Aid. 

Although he thought an out- 
right Soviet-controlled invasion 
was “curréntly improbable,” he 
urged giving military aid and 
supplies to South Korea and pro- 
posed an “American-officered Ko- 
reau scout force to replace the 
present constabulary of sufficient 
strength to cope with the threat 
from the north.” 

He proposed that the United 
States-Russian troop withdrawal 
be proportionate,” with as many 
guarantees as possible to safe- 
guard Korean freedom and inde- 
pendence.” . 

Wedemeyer’s recommendations 
for Korea w carried out in 
part by the United States. Amer- 
ican occupation forces were not 
withdrawn until 1949, after the 
nsoypunes forces in North Korea 

d pulled out. — 

Thereafter the United States 
continued military and~econ 
aid, building South Korean forces 
up to 114,000, including 45,000 

. The United States had a 

advisory group on the 

scene at the time of the North 
Korean invasion last June 27. 

One recommendation was not 
fuilowed. This was the creation 
of # Korean scout force under 
American officers. The South Ko- 
reans who were folded up by the 
Communist invasion last year 
were under their own officers.

Hwachon reservoir’s sluice gates, 
causing a drop in the water level 
of the two rivers. 

The Han dropped so sharply 
that Allied engineers had to ad- 
just pontoon bridges three times 
Tuesday. Censors prevented cor- 
respondents from saying how 
much the river had fallen. 

Red Air Challenge. 

Red jets made a brief challenge 
of Allied war supremacy ‘Tues- 
day. One was probably shot down 
and four were damaged. “ 

The battle was fought over 
northwestern Korea between 26 
Russian made MIG-15s and 25 
American F-86 Saber jets. The 
fight started at 40,000 feet and: 
swirled down to 2000 feet where 
the Reds broke off and streaked 
back across the Yalu river to 
Manchuria. 

Victorious American pilots said 
one Red jet was seen plummeting 
toward the earth at 2000 feet. 
Four others were hit. United 
States jets were untouched. 

The Allies lost two fighter 

planes Monday to ground fire. 
. The..Reds shifted their forees 
to the central front, possibly with 
a view to outflanking Seoul, after 
massed Allied artillery, naval 
guns and record swarms of planes 
disrupted what the Allied com- 
mand said was their plan for a 
May day assault on Seoul. 

Drive in Center Expected. 

The Reds presumably decided 
to aim the second round of their 
spring offensive down the spiny 
center of the Korean peninsula 
toward Yoju on the southward 
bend of the Han. 

A Communist advance to Yoju, 
key road junction 38 miles south- 
east of Seoul and 50 miles below 
the thirty-eighth parallel, prob- 
ably would force the Eighth Army 
to give up the former capital 
without a fight to protect its rear 
and flanks. 

An Eighth Army communique 
reported that U.N. patrols thrust- 
ing out from the 30-mile defense 
arc around Seoul for the second 
straight day made little or no 
contact with the regrouping Com- 
munists. 

Patrols*‘ found a Communist 
mine field northwest of Seoul— 
further evidence that the Chinese 
plan no immediate attack from 
that direction. 

One task force encountered an 
estimated 200 Reds north of Seoul 
and called down an air strike 
“with excellent results,” the com- | 
munique said. 

“No. significant activity was 
reported along the central Ko- 
rean front as U.N. forces contin- 
ued to patrol aggressively in 
search of an elusive foe,” the

‘Acts Under Strong Charge | 
to Go Deeply Into Han- 
dling of Income Levy 
Matters Here. 


The federal grand jury today 
began a reconsideration of al- 
leged “fixing” of income’ tax 
prosecutions after receiving yes- 


terday from United States Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore a 
blistering charge to investigate 
in fullest detail all aspects-of the 
handling of income tax cases aris- 
ing in the district. 

The charge. regarded as one 
of the strongest ever nanded down 
from the federal bench here, was 
delivered after Judge Moore re- 
called the jury which last March 
21 turned in a partial report con- 
sidered unsatisfactory by the 
judge. 

One of the cases under recon- 
sideration had been closed, the 
jury said in its‘ prior report, be- 
cause of the “inherent difficul- 
ties in proving facts necessary to 
establish the requisite criminal 
intent because of the relationship 
existing between the parties in- 
volved.” . 

Noting that difficulties of proof 
were not the concern of the grand

St. Louis War on Race 

Wires Reviewed—East 
Side Gambling As- 
sailed — New U. S. 
Laws Urged.

WASHINGTON, May 1 — The 
Senate Crime Committee said to- 
day “the most shocking revela- 
tions” in its nation-wide inquiry 
were “the extent of official cor- 
ruption and connivance in facili- 
tating and promoting organized 
crime.” 
In its comprehensive report, 
rushed to completion last night, 
the committee blueprinted a con- 
tinuing campaign against organ-, 
ized crime. It recommended new 
laws intended to throttlé the na- 
tion’s big crime syndicates by 
striking at their profits. 
“Gambling profits/are the prin- 
cipal support of big-time rack- 
eteering and gangsterism,” the 
Senators said. 

Recommended Laws. 
They recommended laws to 
eliminate transmission of gam- 
bling information across state 
lines, to prohibit deduction of 
illegal gambling losses or expenses 
for income tax purposes, to deny 
use of the mails to make or pay 
off bets, to bar interstate trans- 
mission of punchboards and to 
require gambling casinos to keep 
detailed records of money won 
and lost. The committee also 
called for tougher tax laws and 
penalties to trip up gangsters. 
In the 195-page report, the Ke- 
fauver committe said testimony 
by Gov. Forrest Smith of Mis- 
souri that he did not discuss poli- 
tics with Charles Binaggio was 
“simply not credible.” 
Before Binaggio was murdered 
in April 1950, the committee re- 
called, he was generally conceded 
to be a central figure Kansas

“Attorney General J. E. Taylor 
of Missouri told the committee 
in detail of his legal efforts to 
put an end to the dissemination 
of gambling news within the 
state. 

“In 1938 the St. Louis police 


| board endeavored to cut off the 


race wire telephone service fur- 
nished by Pioneer News, which 
for approximately 25 years had 
had a monopoly of the dissemina- 
tion of racing hews to bookmak- 
ers in St. Louis. This attempt 
was defeated by legal action. 


“A long and complicated legal 
struggle then followed to com- 
pel Southwestern Bell. Telephone 
Co. and Western Union Telegraph 
Co. to discontinue furnishing serv- 
ice to Pioneer News Co. 


“The effort by the Attorney 
General to cut off Pioneer’s tele- 
phone and telegraph facilitiesywas 
only partially successful. Even 
when orders were obtained com- 
pelling the telephone company to 
cut off Pidneer’s phones, Pipneer 
continued to supply: racing infor- 
mation to bookie by illegal strata- 
gems. 


“When the Attorney General 
testified, telephone service had 
legally been cut off from Pioneer. 
Nevertheless, the committee dis- 
covered that Pioneer was still 
furnishing service to bookmakers, 
for its customers were paying for 
service as late as February 1951. 

Views on U.S. Intervention. 

“Although Attorney General 
Taylor was much opposed to fed- 
eral intervention in state affairs, 
he felt that it was proper for 
the Federal Government to stop 
interstate transactions carried on 
for the sole purpose of fostering 
violations of state law. 

“Continental Press Service 

(of which Pioneer is a subsid- 
iary)—stated the Attorney Gen- 

eral — is a giant monopoly 
whose slimy tentacles reach 

into every metropolitan area in 
the country. It serves no use- 
ful purpose; its sole business is 
to supply information to book- 
makers which enables them to 
carry on their illegal enter- 
prises. : 

“It has brought about and fi- 
nanced gangsterism; it has 
caused bloodshed and led to the 
corruption of public officials. 
That it not only knows the kind 
of business its customers are 
engaged in, but also the vol- 
ume of business they do is evi- 
dent from the fact that they 
charge some customers a few 
hundred dollars a week and 
others as much as $6000 a week 
for the same service.

The Senators charged that 
O’Dwyer had named to high 
public office friends of under- 
world boss Frank Costello and 
his associate, Joe Adonis, New 
Jersey and Florida gambling 
kingpin. 

As for Costello’s political 
connections, the committee de- 
clared: “It is. apparent that 
despite Costello’s protestations, 
his sinister influence is still 
strong in the eouncils of the 
Democratic party organization 
of New York county.” 

Besides its criticism of Gov.

Suggestions for State and Local 
Action Against Organized Crime 


WASHINGTON, May 1 (UP). 


HE Senate Crime Investigating Committee today made these 
seven suggestions to staté and local governments for action 


T to break up crime: 


1. “A committee might well 
be appointed in each state to 
make a thorough-going inves- 
tigation of the problem of or- 
ganized crime.” It noted note- 
worthy state action in Califor- 
nia, Ohio and Illinois, and the 
appointment of a crime com- 
mission in New York State. 

2. “Grand jury _ investiga- 
tions could well be nistitated 
in every community in which 
wide-open gambling and rack- 
eteering conditions exist, so 
that local responsibility for 
such conditions can be fixed 
-and determined.” 

3. “It might be advantageous 
for each state to institute a 
survey of law-enforcement 
agencies with a view toward 
bringing about greater co-op- 
eration between agencies, 
greater centralization of re- 
sponsibility for lax. enforce- 
ment of the criminal law, and 
greater efficiency.” 

It noted in this recommen-| 
dation that such a survey must 
consider such problems as: 
Combination of small inde- 
pendent local police forces into 
larger regional units; elimina- 
tion of law-enforcement re- 
sponsibilities of the sheriff's 
office; better policing of rural 


areas by state police; elimina- 
tion of the traditional coro- 


| ner’s office and substitution of 
a good medical examiner’s of- 


fice; more law enforcement of- 
ficials brought under civil 
service; tightening of legal pro- 
visions to remove lax officials. 

*4. “Organization of rackets 
and special-purpose squads in 
each state with sufficient man- 
power and authority to make 
investigations and arrests in 
connection: with ‘organized 
criminal activities would be 
helpful. Such squads are par- 

_ ticularly desirable on both the 
state and local levels, in con- 
nection with the suppression 
of narcotics traffic. 

5. “Each state would do well 
to analyze the provisions of its 
Cc nal law and its sentencing 
practices so as to make certain 
that deterrent sentences are 
imposed upon offenders en- 
gaged in criminal activities 
connected with organized 
crime.” : 

6. “Each state sHould consid- 
er legislation making it i- 
ble, to deprive any establis - 
ment of its license which per- 
mits gambling games or gam- 
bling operations on its prem- 
ises. 

_7. “A citizen crime commis- 
sion charged with the duty of 
observing the activities of lo- 
cal law-enforcement agencies 
and with the duty of observing 
and reporting on local crime 
conditions would be helpful in 
each large community.”

TEHRAN, May 1 (AP) —Iran 
nationalized its giant British- 
owned oil industry—the world’s 


|fourth largest producer — last 
| night, but Premier Mohammed 
SAN | Mossadegh gave little indication

The Senate unanimously and on 
schedule ratified the seizure of 
the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co., sole 
developer of the rich fields in 
this strategic southern neighbor 
of the Soviet Union. 

The nationalization, already ap- 
praved by the Majlis (lower house 
of Parliament), becomes effective 
on promulgation by Shah Mo- 
hammed Reza Pahlevi. He has no 
veto power. 

“Praise God, Iran has regained 
her rights!” shouted Mossadegh, 
leader of the minority nationalist 
group which with the aid of wide-

Today, Soviet Ambassador Ivan 
Sadchikov became the first diplo- 
mat to call on the new Premier.

Premier Wins Vote of Confi- 
dence on Election Law | 
Change. 


“PARIS, May 1 (AP)—Premier 
Henri Queuille’s coalition cabinet 
won a vote of confidence early 
today in the Nnational Assembly 
on a new election law designed 
to cut the Communist party down 
to size. 

The vote, taken shortly after 
midnight, was 339 for the govern- 
ment to 251 against it. 

The-new law is a modification 
of one adopted several weeks ago 
by the Assembly but turned down 
by the Council of the, Republic, 
France’s upper house. 

The Assembly’s decision, with 
28 votes above an aboslute ma- 
jority, virtually assures ultimate 
adoption of the bill. This in turn 
would pave the way for French 
national elections in mid-June. 

The new measure still must go 
before the ‘council. Should the 
upper house vote it down by an 
absolute majority, it would have 
to come before the Assembly 
again. However, the Council is 
only an advisory body and can- 
not hold up legislation indefi- 
nitely. The _ Assembly has the 
final say. 

The measure would hit the 
Communists hard at the polls by 
permitting parties to present 
anti-Red coalition lists. An ab- 
solute majority would sweep in 
the entire list.

HE major political problem in Korea is that of carrying out the | 


Moscow agreement of December 1945 for the formation of a 

provisional Korean government to be followed by a four-power 
trusteeship over Korea The United States-Soviet joint commission, 
established in accordance with that agreement, reached a deadlock 
in 1946 in the effort to implement the Moscow agreement, due to 
Soviet opposition to consultations with the commission by all Korean 
democratic parties and social-organizations, as provided for in that 


agreement. 

Soviet motives have been to 
eliminate the extreme. rightist 
groups in the United States zone 
from consultations and _ subse- 
quently from participation in the 
new government, thus insuring a 
Communist - dominated govern- 
ment in Korea. Soviet objections 
to such consultations have been 
based on the rightist groups’ 
openly expressed opposition to 
trusteeship, while the United 
States has taken the position that 
to disqualify these groups would 
deprive a large section of the 
Korean people of an opportunity 
to express views regarding their 
government. | 

Deadlocked Again in 1947. 

A resumption of the joint com- 
mission meetings in May 1947, 
following an exchange of notes 
between Secretary George C. 
Marshall and Foreign Minister (V. 
M.) Molotov, resulted in a fur- 
‘ther deadlock on the same issue, 
although these notes had estab- 
‘lished a formula which would 
have permitted participation in 
consultation by the rightist groups 
in question. After the Soviet Gov- 
ernment failed to.reply to Secre- 
tary Marshall’s note of Aug. 12 
requesting the submission by the 
commission of a joint status re- 


and the Soviet Union for a four- 
power conference to discuss Korea 
has been agreed to by China and 
the United Kingdom but has been 
rejected by the Soviet Union. 

Internally, the Korean problem 
has been complicated by the 
Soviet establishment of a Com- 
munist regime in North Korea 
and by the machinations in South 
Korea of Communist groups, 
openly hostile to the Unite 
States. : 

The latter, in accordance with 
their directives, are endeavoring 
to turn over to Koreans as rapid- 
ly as possible full administrative 
responsibility in governmental de- 
partments.

South Korea’s few manufactur- 
ing industries, which have been 
operating at possibly 20 per cent 
of prewar production, are now 
reducing their output or closing 
down.- In part-this is a natural 
result of 10 years of deferred 
maintenance and wartime abuse, 
but lack of raw materials and es- 
sential repair parts, and a gross 
deficiency of competent manage- 
ment and technical personnel are 


been proposed by the military 
government. 

A review of preliminary esti- 
mates indicates that the proposed 
annual rehabilitation cost would 
be substantially greater than the 
relief program of - $137,000,000 
which was -tentatively approved 
for fiscal 1948 but later reduced 
to $92,700,000. 

These preliminary estimates of 
costs and the merits of individual 
projects need careful review. It 
is not considered feasible to make 
South Korea self-sustaining. If 
the United States elects to remain

SOCIAL-CULTURAL. 

Since the Japanese were ex- 
pelled, the Korean people have 
vehemently and unceasifigly 
pressed for restoration of their 
ancient culture. There is particu- 
lar zeal for public education. In- 
dividual and collective efforts to 
reduce illiteracy have produced 
results meeting the praise of 


officials. 

There will be materially better 
results when there are more 
school buildings, more trained 
teachers and advisers, and many 
more textbooks in the Korean lan- 
guage. Current American activi- 
ties aim at adult visual education 
*s a modest but reasonably effec- 

e - 
South Korea’s health and pub- 
lic welfare work are at onto 
fully as effective as under Japa- 
nese administration and consider- 
ably more so in the prevention of 
serious diseases. Even the Ko- 
reans’ eagerness for improvement 
cannot immediately overcome the 
unquestionable need for large 
funds for social betterment. 

MILITARY. 

The military situation in Ko- 
rea, stemming from political 
and economic disputes which in 
turn are accentuated by the 
artificial barrier along the 38 
degree north parallel, is poten- 
tially dangerous to United 
States strategic interests. Large- 
scale Communist-inspired or 
abetted riots and revolutionary 
activities in the south are a 
constant threat. However, 
American forces supplemented 
by quasi-military Korean units 
are adequate to cope with such 
trouble or disorder except in 
the currently improbable event 
of an outright Soviet-controlled 
invasion. 

Whereas American and So- 


viet forces engaged in occupa- 
tion duties in South Korea and 
North Korea respectively are 
approximately equal, each com- 
prising less than 50,000 troops, 
the Soviet-equipped and trained 
North Korean People’s (Com- 
munist) army of approximately 
125,000 is vastly superior to the 
United States-organized con - 
stabulary of 16,000 Koreans 
equipped with Japanese small 


arms. | 

The North Koréan People’s 
army constitutes a potential 
military threat to.South Korea, 
since there is strong possibility 
that the Soviets will withdraw 
their occupation forces, and 
thus induce our own withdraw- 
al, This probably will take 
place just as soon as they can 
be sure that the North Korean 
puppet government and _ its 
armed forces which they have 
created are strong enough and

The key to industrial prog- 
ress is in Manchuria, where the 
Communists are trying to restore 
production in Japanese - built 
plants wrecked by Russian strip- 
ping. 

Soviet technicians are helping 
in the task of rebuilding some of 
the plants they destroyed. Statis- 
tics show a 95 per cent gain in 
Manchurian industrial production 
in 1950 over the total of 1949. 
This would put the output at 
about 58 per cent of 1943, the 
peak year of the Japanese effort. 
Some economists consider this an 
excessive figure. 


Just about everybody coming 
out of Communist China com- 
ments on the efficient operation 
of the railways, forgetting per- 
haps that the Chinese National- 
ists also ran an efficient railway 
operation until the Communists 
began tearing up tracks and 
wrecking trains.

INSTON CHURCHILL canceled his journey to the United 
States not because of the political situation in Great Britain 
but because Harold Stassen and Bernard M. Baruch, who were 


not to come. In a trans-Atlantic 


telephone conference, the two Americans advised the British Con- 
servative leader that the extent and intensity of anti-British feeling 
in the United States made his appearance here inopportune. 


The Stassen - Baruch - Churchill 
telephone conversation took place 
subsequent to the removal of Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur by President 
Truman. 

The political implications are 
obvious. ; 

Gen. MacArthur has been taken 
over by the dominant Taft fac- 
tion of Republicans who have 
made his limited China war cause 
their own. President Truman. is 
against it and one reason is that 
we would have to fight Red China 
without allies, the British and its 
Commonwealth nations being ut- 
terly opposed both to war with 
China and aid to the Chinese Na- 
tionalists. 


Former G.O.P. Aspirant. 


Stassen is a former Republican 
candidate for President who does 
not conceal his continued politi- 
cal aspirations, though he is now 
president of the University of 
Pennsylvania. He has called Tru- 
man our worst President. Tru- 
man and Baruch had a falling-out 
in the 1948 campaign and the 
President has consistently re- 
jected the pleas of Mrs. Roosevelt 
and other influential Democrats 
that he ought to heal the breach.

In Loyalty’s Name 
_ Monday was a frustrating day in the Supreme 
Court. A sound stand for traditional American 
freedoms was canceled out by a tie ruling made 
possible by the non-participation of Justice 
Clark who was Attorney General when both 
cases arose. 

In an important case involving the blacklist- 
ing of three New York organizations by the 
Department of Justice, the Supreme judges di- 
vided 5 to 3, with the majority protecting organ- 
izations and their members against unsupported 
accusations. by the Attorney General. In the 
Dorothy Bailey case, presumably because one 
Justice left the majority and went over to the 
minority, the high court divided 4 to 4. This 
automatically upheld the lower court ruling 
which sustained the authority of the Govern- 
ment to dismiss, without a trial, an employe 
suspected of disloyalty. 

The issues in these cases are so important in 
our near-hysterical times that it is urgent to 
know, insofar as it is possible, how the Justices 
lined up. In the blacklist case, Justices Black, 
Douglas, Jackson, Frankfurter and Burton 
joined in sending the question back to the lower 
courts for further proceedings. Over the dissent 
of Chief Justice Vinson and Justices Reed and 
Minton, this had the effect of erasing tempo- 
rarily the designation of the three organizations 


as “subversive. 
“a eae 


No Justice announced how he stood in the 
4-to-4 split in the Bailey case wherein dismissal 
was based on secret FBI reports which were 
not made known to the suspected Government 
employe. But there is little chance that the 
Justice who changed from one side to the other 
was Black or Douglas or Jackson. By process of 
elimination it appears to have been either Bur- 
ton or Frankfurter. 

Indeed, several of the Justices used opinions 
in the blacklist case to say what they thought 
about the court’s handling of the Bailey case. 
Justice Jackson said the two rulings were “jus- 
tice turned upside down.” By this he meant that 
the court had done more for three organizations 
than it had for an individual citizen. Declaring 
that the loyalty board “convicts on evidence it 
cannot appraise,” Justice Douglas said the Bailey 
case shows “how dangerous a departure from 
our constitutional standards can be.” 

As for Justice Black, the senior member, he 
went so far as to speak these grim words: 

In this day when prejudice, hate and fear 
are constantly invoked to justify irrespon- 
sible smears and persecution of persons 
even faintly suspected of entertaining un- 
popular views, it may be futile to suggest 
that the cause of internal security would 
be fostered, not hurt, by faithful adherence 
to our constitutional guarantees of individ- 
ual liberty. « 

Nevertheless, it surely should not be 
amiss to call attention to what has occurred 
when governmental groups have been left 
free to give uncontrolled rein to their pre- 
judices against unorthodox minorities.

There can be no question as to the need for 
the utmost vigilance in ferreting out disloyalty 
in Government service. Any fifth column must 
be met and destroyed. This is a responsibility 
of the President, Congress and the Attorney 
General, and every citizen expects to see them 
discharge that duty. 

But executive and legislative branches also 
have other duties and one of these is to pre- 
serve our historic freedoms. If they take over 
dictatorial methods from the totalitarian states 
we oppose, then they unloose forces which may 
destroy us not on the outside but from the 
inside. 

There must be some sick men on the Supreme 
Court these days—men who remember when 
Justices Rutledge and Murphy were there to 
stand rugged and firm for fairness and justice!

You are your own masters. The United“ 
States Attorney and his staff are your serv- 
ants.

Don’t 
let anyone, whatever his interest, thwart 
the effort to have a searching investigation 
as directed by this court. 

Federal Judge Moore’s admonition to the 
grand jury now in his custody is the soundest 
of counsel for any and all grand juries. It 
states with clarity and strength the authority 
of grand jurors, as a group of citizens, to serve 
their community. 

In the situation about which Judge Moore 
speaks, the opportunity is a great one. There 
have been reports of fixing of income tax cases 
by political lawyers and others with highly 
placed connections. These reports present a 
pattern of influential interventions in which 
investigations are halted or prosecutions are 
stopped. - 

If these charges are true, every violation of 
the law should be found out and prosecuted to 
the fullest. If they are not true that also should 
be made known. There should not be—there 
cannot be—a half-hearted, weak handling of the 
issues. 

Judge Moore is wholly ,right in insisting that 
the ‘grand jury give these matters the most 
careful and dogged attention. His first charge 
was remarkable in itself. He calls the interim 
report of thé grand jury unsatisfactory and says 
that its character may result from a lack of 
“support and guidance which you should have 
received from some quarters but failed to get.” 
Since that interim report, James P. Finnegan 
has resigned as Collector of. Internal Revenue 
at St. Louis. 

Let 
us find if there is fire and if so how much.

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For Tighter Credit Control 


Controlling bank credit, as President Truman 
said in his recent inflation message, is an es- 
sential phase of the battle for economic stabil- 
ization. He announced that he will soon ask 
Congress to authorize the Federal Reserve 
Board to increase reserve requirements for mem- 
ber banks. Under such legislation the board 
could, if it became necessary, require banks to 
withdraw a greater proportion of their funds 
from the credit supply. 

Maybe this authority would never have to be 
used, but it should be on the books for use if 
needed, -Under the impact of the 1950 credit 
boom, which did so much to aggravate infla-

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Jesse MEER on the RFC 
Former President Hoover, who fathered the 
RFC, and Jesse Jones, who kept its business in 
his hat for the fitst 13 of its 19 years, have 
denounced the agency and called for its: dis- 
solution. 


This is an understandable attitude on the part 


of Mr. Hoover, who as President sponsored the 
RFC for emergency purposes, mainly to bail 


out the railroads and safeguard insurance com: ‘ 


panies and banks which had invested: heavily in 
railroad bonds. He evidently feels that the 
emergency is now over. 

Mr. Jones’ attitude is less easy to. compre- 
hend. He says he is “of course shocked” by the 
disclosures of the Fulbright committee but 
doubts that it has “more than scratched the 
surface.” 

This is a strange pronouncement, coming 
from a man who is responsible for so much 
that is beneath that surface. 

Five years ago, while he was still RFC’s 
he was charged with having used that 
to try to seize control of the Baltimore & Ohio 
railway. The chairman of a House investigating 
committee said RFC’s accounts for the entire 
past 15 years were a mess. Senator Tobey 
traced down more than 80 of Mr. Jones’ RFC 
boys who obtained important jobs in corpora- 
tions that had received RFC loans. 

At that time Mr. Jones was asked to testify 
before congressional investigators, but reftsed, 
making his replies in written statements, brush- 
ing aside the criticism but not answering it. 

We repeat what we said then—that Mr. Jones 
should testify in person and that members of 
Congress should make a full-dress examination 
of what he knows about the RFC and how it 
came to the state in which it finds itself today. 
_On the basis of Mr. Jones’ testimony, it might 
then be possible for Congress to determine who 
is to blame for the pattern of RFC operations. 
Nineteen years ago the Post-Dispatch said: “No 
secrecy should conceal the operations of the 
corporation.” 7 

Many of the RFC’s operations, if not secret, 
are still as completely unknown to the public 
as if they were. | 

They are unknown because Mr. Jrnes all 
along took a high hand, regarding ae 
above criticism or explanation. 

Public mystification will remain uniil : 
less he undergoes a thorough questioning at 
the hands of Congress. 

Is there any reason why, when others are 
drastically interrogated on these matters, the 
one person who could be presumed to -know 
most about the subject should not be required 


to relate all the facts at his disposal? 


It is at least partly because of the excessive 
deference, virtually amounting to awe, which 
was paid to Mr. Jones in that formative and 
lengthiest part of RFC’s history, that the agency 
operated in such severe isolation from the 
public view. 

Is Mr. Jones sufficiently shocked by the Ful- 
bright disclosures to come down to earth now 
and as a witness in person help the investi- 
gators to dig deeply beneath the surface he says 
it has as yet only scratched?

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Inconclusive Vote in Germany 

The vote in the relatively small West German 
state of Rheinland-Pfalz, in the French zone, 
was advertised as a test of public reaction to 
the recently-initialed Schuman plan. But the 
results were not conclusive. 

Chancellor Adenauer’s Christian Democratic 
backers of the Schuman plan, while losing a 
few seats in the State Legislature, easily got 
more votes than any other party. But the state 


is so heavily Catholic that that result was prac- 


tically a foregone conclusion, anyway. 

The small gains by the Social Democratic 
opponents of the Schuman plan apparently were 
scored principally at the expense of the Corm- 
munists. Indeed, perhaps the most significant 
results of the election were its continuation of 
the fall in public favor of the Communists, and 
the rise in the fortunes of the conservative Free 
Democrats. 

A better test of the extent to which West 
Germans of 1951 are willing to hitch their star 
to internationalism and the West will come next 
Sunday in the British zone_.state of Lower Sax- 
ony. There voters will have a chance, as they 
had not in the Rheinland, to cast their ballots 
for a neo-Nazi party. 

Many refugees from the East now crowded 
into Lower Saxony undoubtedly will do just 
that, but a vote of more than 15 or 20 per cent 
for the neo-Nazis will be an expression of more 
widespread trouble than refugee discontent.

During my year in Paris as Chief of the 
ECA Mission to France, I used to enjoy 
visits from many touring Americans. A 
large proportion of them came to tell me 
what was wrong with our French allies. 

Take the matter of Communist control. 
The Communist party is still the largest 
single political unit in France. With its 
fellow travelers, it holds 30 per cent of the 
seats in the National Assembly. 

The Communist cause in France has 
suffered some hard knocks. The secretary 
of the party, Maurice Thorez, publicly ad- 
mitted a decline of 
30 per cent in card- 
carrying member- 
ships. The Commu- 
nist newspapers of 
France have lost 
about 35 per cent of 
their circulation in 
the past year. 

This year’s nation- 
al elections are sure 
to show a decline in 
Communist power.

We have spent a little over two billion 
dollars under the Marshall plan in France. 
The returns from that investment can be 
indicated in a few figures. 


The Record of Progress 


French industry is now producing 30 
per cent more than in prewar years. 

Coal and steel production ere at the 
highest rates ever achieved, except in 1929. 

Agriculture is running six per cent 
above prewar production levels. 

There are 42,000,000 people in France, 
but the unemployment compensation rolls 
carry less than 50,000 names. No modern 
nation can hope to achieve anything closer 
to full employment. 

The biggest employer of labor in France, 
the cotton textile industry, has had to 
secure 80 per cent of its raw cotton 
through ECA credits. 

\Without that resource, mass unemploy- 
ment would have struck the industry, 
providing a perfect culture for the sprout- 
ing of the Communist germ. 

During the first year of ECA, France 
had to use a heavy proportion of its credits 
to buy food for its hungry debilitated 
people. By the second year, French peo- 
ple were taking care of their own food 
needs. 


How “Counterpart” Works 


The currency collected from those who 
receive Marshall plan goods goes into the 
counterpart fund. Counterpart money is 
spent for a program of public works that 
has jumped France forward three gene- 
rations in three years. 

Counterpart francs have compietely re- 
stored the French railway system, blasted 
from end to end by American and British 
bombers. 

French harbor installations were 70 per 
cent demolished. Counterpart money has 


' put them back in shape to carry 10 per 


ceht more traffic than prewar. 


The counterpart fund made possible the 
building of a dramatic series of dams on 


the rivers of France, comparable to the . 


TVA system. Thermal plants have also 
been located at the mouths of coal mines. 
Already this program has added 60 per 
cent to the supply of power in France. 
By mid-1952 the increase will pass 100 
per cent,

Americans are generally convinced that 


the French somehow run a country without 
paying taxes. Yet the French managed to 
collect 30 per cent of national income in 
taxes in 1950. The comparable figure for 
the United States, in federal, state and 
local taxes, was just under 26 per cent. 


The commonest and the most harmful 
of American beliefs about France is that 
it is a nation of hopeless defeatists. The 
actions of the French speak more impres- 
sively than their often cynical and pessi- 
mistic words. They have had right along 
a system of universal military training 
which takes in every young man at the 
age of 20. 

France had 722,000 men underarms in 
March of this year. The French are in- 
vesting 28.3 per cent of their 1951 budget 
in military defense. They have pledged 
10 combat divisions by the end of this 
year, 15 in 1952, 20 in 1953. 


More Must Be Achieved 


The French have no stomach for a fight 
against the Soviets if it is utterly hepeless 
from the start. If it should come at once, 
the cause would be without hope in con- 
tinental Western Europe. If, however, it 
can be staved off for one, two, or three 
years, there is a rapidly mounting chance 
that the assault could be not only repulsed 
but forestalled altogether. 

Dozens of teams from French industry 
and agriculture have come to America 
under ECA auspices to study at first hand 
the techniques that give us the highest 
level of productivity in the world. 

The French worker produces only about 
one fourth as much as his American 
equivalent. Part of this gap is being 
closed by modern machinery and increased 
electric power in France. 

Much more must be achieved if France 
is to hold its own in the fierce compe- 
tition of the modern world. 

The average French worker today has 
a standard of living just about as high as 
in 1938, counting real wages plus social 
payments. 


Partners Worth Having 


Yet the standard of living of French 
workers is not high enough to sustain a 
stable democracy. 


French businessmen must come to real- 


‘ize that their own security depends on 


increasing the workers’ share in prosperity. 

These same businessmen, tied to tradi- 
tional markets for their export products, 
need a new appreciation of the importance 
of the American market. For most of 
them this market begins and ends in New 
York. It consists of a limited list of 
luxury items. France has many beautiful, 
unusual, and useful products that have 
never broken into the American market. 

If we show faith in the French, we will 
find them partners richly worth having, 
in peace or in war.

She Spied for the Soviets

She escaped her unhappy Vienna home 
Gerhart 


after World War I by marrying 

Eisler who was then embarking upon a 
career briefly interrupted not lame oa ago by 
his arrest in this country as a top Com- 
munist—and his subsequent spectacular 
escape. Hede loved Eisler and life with a 
professional revolutionary promised to be 
interesting. The idyll soon ended in di- 
vorce but Hede’s love for the revolution 
survived until about 1937. 

For 15 years, more or less, she shuttled 
between America and Europe, protected 
by an American passport acquired as a 
result of her parents’ sojourn in Fall 
River, Mass., at the time when she was 
born. Hede arranged mail drops for Rus- 
Sian operatives. She carried their cash, 
their films, their phony passports.. She 
set up agents in phony businesses. She 
recruited new members for Communist 
spy rings, plying her 
trade so diligently 
that she once almost 
Signed up a man 
who was himself a 
Russian spy. Luck- 
ily, both operatives 
recognized their 
mistake and had a 
jolly laugh. 

It was another 
accident that made 
for Hede a _ foot- 
note’s footnote ‘to 
history. At the trial 
of a a ee 
testifie at e 

Hede Massing met Hiss in 1935 at 
the home of Noel Field, one of Hede’s 
agents, and that Hiss was trying to get 
Field into his own apparatus. Hiss denied 
this, but he couldn’t detract from the 
richness of Hede’s experiences because 
she met so many other fascinating people. 

There was Ludwig, dear, loyal Ludwig, 
head of the European GPU, who got mur- 
dered over a little disagreement with 
Stalin; Anton, amorous Anton, who got 
sent to Siberia because women were even 
more attractive to him than spying; Bill, 
who was so bureaucratic; and Fred, lov- 
able Fred, a top Soviet spy in this country 
but not too busy to send Hede a “sweet - 
little note” on Nov. 7, anniversary of the 
Russian revolution. 

“The other comrades would take me to 
dine and drink,” Mrs. Massing records ap- 
preciatively, “but it was Fred who remem- 
bered the revolution.” 

These and other characters wander con- 
fusingly in and out of the narrative and 
add little to what we now know of Russian 
spying. There is, however, one excellent 
chapter on Mrs. Massing’s visit to Russia 
in 1937 to re ve agh to her superiors. Many 
of her Germa#h Communist comrades were 
gone—murdered. Other friends would not 
speak to her or each other since no one 
knew who might be purged tomorrow. 
Even at the sumptuous sanatorium for the 
NKVD hierarchy everybody lived under 
assumed names and the atmosphere was 
no less heavy. At night the guests were 


herded into the assembly hall to yell 


“svoloch!” (swine) as the loudspeakers 
roared names of citizens who were trusted 
comrades the day before but were now re- 
grettably headless. Hede's friend Sonia 
yelled until she collapsed at the mention 
of a new name—her brother's. 

Such authentic glimpses of Russia are 
revealing. The style of her book, how- 
ever, is something like a week-old dough- 
nut, PETER WYDEN.

In a breathing spell you take 
advantage of the pause to ¢atch 
your breath so you can go on with 
the struggle. There are no signs 
that the present 
interval will be 
used honestly 
and realistically 
to strengthen 
the bulwarks 


to controls. They exist in theory, 
but the very fact of a pretense— 
an elaborate mechanism called 
control—is almost more danger- 
ous than nothing at all. 

As for labor, the problem of 
the escalator clauses in~the ¢on- 
tracts of many big unions is not 
met in the President’s message: 
to Congress. Those who strug- 
gled to enforce price controls 
during World War II are con- 
vinced that some means must be 
found to overcome the inevitabil- 
ity of wage increases that are in- 
variably matched by price in- 
creases. 


High Business Profits. 


As for the farmer, the complex 
proposal to fix the parity price 
at the beginning of the marketing 
season and then to -base controls 
on a year of established parity 
prices contains little realism. It 
is undermined, too, by various 
gimmicks providing for increases 
under certain circumstances. The 
new slow-motion effort to impose 
cejlings on beef prices is also of 
doubtful efficacy. 


The President’s message hints 
that government subsidies may be 
necessary at a later date in order 
to bring farm prices under con- 
trol. To face the issue of sub- 
sidies now, in order to roll back 
food prices to earlier levels, is 
the only realistic ‘approach to 
bringing down the cost of living. 
Anything else is bound to feed 
the sham and the illusion. 

As for business, the President 
pointed out that profits are now 
running at an all-time record 
rate of $48 billions a year, about 
$20 billions higher than in 1949. 
A study made by the federal 
Trade Commission and the Secur- 
ities and Exchange Commission 
showed that net profits after 
taxes in 1950 were 43 per cent 
higher than in ’49. The President 
said in his message: 


administratively feasible to apply 
a general standard of not permit- 
ting price increases in any indus- 
try in which the level~of profits 
for that industry is more than 85 
per cent of its average profits for 
the best three of the four years 
1946-49.” 


Pathetically Inadequate. 


In the first place, “adminis- 
tratively feasible” is Government 
gobbledygook that means, “well, 
maybe, but it will be a long time. 
before we can do anything about 
it.” In the second place, this pro- 
vision will not in fact: enforce 
any limit on profits since it can 
so easily be evaded or ignored. 
« So we begin with a program 
that is pathetically inadequate to 
do what needs to be done. This 
might not be too serious if there 
was any. resolution in Congress 
to substitute iron for what is most- 
ly rubber. Instead, the likelihood 
is that Congress will chop further 
into the proposed program under 
the influence of pressure groups. 


The false dawn enters in here, 
too. A budgetary surplus of two 
to three billions is wholly acci- 
dental, yet it encourages the -be- 
lief that taxes can be postponed 
and controls relaxed instead of 
tightened. 


No Taxes Before Summer. 


The House, with only four hours 
of discussion, approved a supple- 
mental appropriation bill for de- 
fense re-armament and develop- 
ment of atomic weapons of nearly 
$6,500,000,000. That is essential to 
build the nation’s defenses in a 
time of crisis. 

But it is just as necessary to 
build economic defenses, and 
months have been wasted with no 
action on new taxes. The probabil- 
ity is that final passage of a tax 
bill will be ‘delayed until late 
summer. And that bill, according 
to the best current estimates, will 
provide not more than $7 or $8 
billions of the $10 billions the 
Treasury has requested. 

This will not be enough to 
close the gap when defense spend- 
ing really begins to take hold in 
two or three months from now. 
Then a deficit of five or six to 
seven billions gill stoke the in- 
flationary fire and set it blazing 
again. 

The whole structure of the econ- 
omy will be further dislocated. 
And the political and social con- 
sequences on the eve of one of 
the most crucial elections in 
America’s history will be quite

SENATE GROUP DIVIDED 


Questions University Curators 
on $13,500,000 Plan for Hos- 
pital, School at Columbia.

cal center’ at the university in 
Columbia and extend the medical 
school curriculum to four ‘years. 
University curators and offi- 
cials, who presented the fund re- 
quest to the committee yesterday, 
were closely questioned by some 
Senators on the feasibility of the 
plan calling for canstruction of a 
400-bed state general hospital in 
Columbia to furnish the clinical 
patients and material required for 
maintenance of a full four-year 
medical course. The ‘university’s 
medical school now offers only 
the first two years of training. 


Curators’ Decision Stands. 


The request for funds. to con- 
struct in Columbia the hospital, 
a new medical school, building, a 
nurses’ residence and other re- 
quired buildings was authorized 
by the new Board of Curators 
at a special meeting in St. Louis 
last week. It reaffirmed a de- 
cision made last November by the 
old board, after a comprehensive 
study, to locate the state four- 
year medical school in Columbia, 
the seat of the university. 
Behind the opposition to the 
Columbia site is a move to force 
the curators to locate the last two 
years of the medical course in 
Kansas City. The main arguments 
advanced by proponents of the 
Kansas City location is that clini- 
cal material would be more read- 
ily available in that metropolitan 
area, and the cost would be less 
because existing hospital facili- 
ties would be available for the 
school. 

Comparative Costs. 


Powell B. McHaney of St. 
Louis, a member of the Board of 
Curators, told the committee the 
cost of establishing the medical 
school in Kansas City would be 
virtually the same as in Colum- 
bia. 

The capital outlay in locating 
the full course in Columbia would 
include, he said, $3,625,000 for a 
medical school building, $8,000,- 
000 for the 400-bed ‘hospital; $1,- 
200,000 for the nurses’ residence 
and $675,000 for a heating plant. 


The Kansas City proposal 
would have an initial cost of only 
$25,000 less, McHaney asserted. 
The costs would be $4,400,000 for 
$5,- 
000,000 for a 250-bed “teaching” 
hospital; $1,200,000 nurses’ resi- 
dence, $1,500,000 student dormi- 
tory, $1,000,000 power plant and 
$375,000 for additional land. Al- 
though Kansas City hospitals 
would be available for the school 
he said, all experts agree a sepa- 
rate institution under’ direct 
school control must be provided 
to meet the requirements of a 
fully accredited medical course. 

The cost of operating the medi- 
cal center in Columbia would be 
between $3,300,000 to $3,500,000 
a year, McHaney reported. The 
hospital operations would run $2,- 
500,000 a year, and the school 
would cost the balance. 


Effect on Rural Missouri. 


He estimated the operating 
costs in Kansas City would be 
about $900,000 a year less, but 
pointed out that rural Missouri 
would lose the advantage of a 
state-maintained general hospital 
for the care of indigent patients, 
a service not now offered by 
Missouri. 

John H. Wolpers of Poplar 
Bluff, president of the Board of 
Curators, told the committee the 
county courts could arrange for 
the treatment of indigent patients 
in' the Columbia hospital oper- 
ated in connection with the medi- 
cal school. The Legislature would 
have to decide whether a charge 
would be made to the counties for 
this service, or the state would 
carry the costs alone. 

Senator Edgar J. Keating of 

Kansas City told Wolpers he ser- 
iously doubted that the state gen- 
eral hospital would work,’ and 
eharged that “unless you haul pa- 
tients to the hospital in Colum- 
bit your medical school is doomed 
to failure.” 
The Appropriations Committee 
took no action on the request. 
Senator John W. Noble of Ken- 
nett, committee chairman, said 
further wo may be held.

| Ruling May Curb Strike Action 


Opinion Deals With Small Claim, but Issues 
: Are Large and Effect Can 
Be Widespread. — 


By JOSEPH HANLON

WASHINGTON, May i—The 
Supreme Court, in a 5-to-4 de- 
cision yesterday upholding a 
claim against the United States 
by a little Tennessee coal mine, 
ruled on a case in which the 
money involved was small but the 
issues large and significant. 

In net effect the decision is 
likely to prove a deterrent to the 
use of Government seizure as a 
means of dealing with labor dis- 
putes. . 

The mine, operated by the 
Pewee Coal Co., was one of those 
seized in 1943 to avert a nation- 
wide coal strike. It sued in the 
Court of Claims under the Fifth 
Amendment which provides that 
private property may not be taken 
for public use without “just com- 
pensation.” The Court of Claims 
lamps. ‘The total of these costs 
was the amount recovered by the 
Pewee company. 

The opinion of the Supreme 
Court was written by Associate 
Justice Black. Associate Justices 
Frankfurter, Douglas and Jack- 
son joined in his opinion, and 
Associate Justice Reed wrote a 
separate concurrence. 

The 1943 seizure of the coal 
mines, said the principal ma- 
jority opinion, was just as real a 
seizure of private property as the 
1946 seizure which resulted in a 
contempt of court fine of $10,000 
assessed against John L. Lewis, 
president of the union, and of 
$700,000 against the union itself 
for violation of the _ so-called 
Krug-Lewis agreement. 

Differences in Opinions. 

Where the four Justices who 
joined in the principal opinion 
parted company with Justice Reed 
was that the four held: 

“Like any other person or cor- 
poration, the United States nor- 
mally is entitled to the profits 
from, and must bear the losses of, 
business operations which it con- 
ducts. 

“When a business is possessed 
and operated for public use, no 
reason appears to justify imposi- 
tion of losses sustained on the per- 
son from whom the property was 
seized. This is conceptually dis- 
tinct from the Governmeént’s obli- 
gation to pay fair compensation 


for property taken, although, in 


awarded the company $2241 
which, it found, was the loss suf- 
fered by the mine, attributable to 
Government seizure. 

An appeal was taken by the 
Government, not by the coal cgm- 
pany. The decision yesterday sus- 
tained the Court of Claims. 

By its action, the Supreme 
Court sharply delimits the bounds 
within which the Government can 
use seizure as a means of pre- 
venting work stoppages in time 
of emergency. The railroads have 
been operating under Government 
seizure since last summer, but in 
this instance the Government did 
not, as it did in the 1943 coal 
mine seizure, attempt to impose 
a settlement of the dispute. Set- 
tlement thus remains a matter 
for bargaining between the rail- 
roads and the operating railway 
unions. ue 

WLB Imposed Settlement. 

In the 1943 seizure a settle- 
ment was imposed by the War 
Labor Board, granting the miners 
an additional vacation allowance 
and a refund on various charges, 
such as rental of charges.on mine 
many cases raising the issue, the 
Government’s profit and loss ex- 
perience may well be one factor 
involved in computing reasonable 
compensation.” 

Justice Reed said: 

“I agree that inthis case there 
was a ‘taking’ by eminent domain 
that requires the Government to 
pay just compensation to the 
owner of the property for its use. 

“However, it is impossible for 
me to accept the view that the 
‘taking’ in this case requires the 
United States to bear all operat- 
ing losses during the period it 
controls the property without the 
owner’s consent or agreement. 

“Such a view would lead to 
disastrous consequences where 
properties necessarily taken for 
the benefit of the nation have a 
long record of operating losses, 
for example, certain railroads, 
coal mines, or television broad- 
casting stations. 

“The question of who bears 
such losses is not, I think, ‘con- 
ceptually distinct’ from the ques- 
tion of just compensation. Losses 
or profits on the temporary op- 
eration after the declaration or 
judgment of taking are factors to 
be taken into consideration in de- 
termining what is just compensa- 


tion to the owner.”

Select firm unshriveled rhu- 
barb, cut off leaves and stem ends 
of stalks.

Place rhubarb with sugar 
top of double boiler and cook, 
covered, over hot water, until 
rhubarb is soft. Or place fruit 
and sugar in covered casserole in 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.)

RS. P. wants a formula. “My husband is easily irritated 
Me and quick to lose his temper,” she tells me. “What do 
you think is the best way to handle such a man? Should 
I baby him when I feel that an afgument is arising, or should 
I let him get mad as a means of blowing off steam and re- 
leasing tensions, so he’ll be more comfortable afterward?” 
I’m afraid you have been reading some of the silly advice 
that has been passed around during the past few years, which 
makes it appear that quarreling is some sort of virtue in 
married life, Mrs. P. A generation or two ago it used to be 
said that a man who felt frustrated all day would come home 
in the evening and kick the cat as a means of relieving his 
pent-up hostility. Some writers lately have said that he ought 
to come home and kick his wife, instead. That’s one of the 
functions of a wife, they assert—to be an outlet for her hus- 
band’s bad disposition. He can’t talk’ back to the boss, so he 
hoils inwardly.

How MacArthur-Truman Row Developed 


Argument Between President at Home and Protonsul in Field Termed Inevitable; =P Cited

HE Inchon lan: landing in Korea 


‘was from top to bottom a. 


MacArthur concept. The joint 
chiefs were frightened 
Gen. Collins and Adm. Sherman 
went all the way to Tokyo to talk 

to Gen. MacArthur before they 
dh ‘convinced that it was not too 
dangerous and risky. Gen. Mac- 
Arthur. was, as usual, brilliantly 
persuasive, and the landing went 
through without a hitch. His chief . 
motive for Inchon was to try to 
end the war quickly. 

Immediately after the capture 
of Seoul came a major policy dis- 
pute—whether or not the United 


Nations forces should penetrate - 


into North ‘Korea above the thir- 
ty-eighth parallel—and ferocious 
polemics between MacArthur and 
his critics in Washington, Lon- 
don, Paris, Lake Success, and 
elsewhere, have been proceeding 
ever since. For a time, strictly 
military news from Korea was all 
but inundated by the fierce ex- 
change of charges and counter- 
charges between MacArthur and 
his various critics. 

Late in November, after the 
Ameriean capture of Pyongyang 
and when it seemed that the war 
would end soon with a resounding 
U.N. victory, the Chinese started 
to fight. This was, needless to 
Say, a profound and brutal shock 


to MacArthur. A shower of state-. 


ments trying to explain what had 
happened continued to pour out 
of him. He cried out that he was 
suddenly forced to face “an en- 
tirely new war,” and that he con- 
fronted handicaps “without prece- 
dent in military history.” 
Truman, the President at home; 
MacArthur, the proconsul in the 
field—some sort of argument, if 
not conflict, ‘was inevitable be- 
tween them. Two more different 
types of men can scarcely be 
imagined, and the issue—who was 
oss— was classically fundamen- 


tal. 
P 27. 1950, made a celebrated 

double. reference to Formosa. 
First, he ordered the United 
States Seventh Fleet to “prevent 
any attack on Formosa” by the 
Chinese Communists. Second, he 
requested the Chiang Kai-shek 
government to stop any military 
action against the. mainland, out 
of fear that this might precipitate 
a wholesale conflict between the 
United States and China. 


On July 31 MacArthur sudden- 
ly flew to Formosa, and spent a 
day and a half consulting with the 
Generalissimo. Neither Truman 
nor MacArthur’s chiefs in the 
Pentagon were informed before- 
hand of this step, according to the 
first news released. The General 
took the line that, as American 
commander in Japan and United 
Nations commander in Korea, he 
had not merely the right but the 
duty to inspect personally the 
Formosa sector, since he had the 
specific obligation to defend it. 

The visit was interpreted almost 
everywhere in the East—particu- 
larly by Chiang’s own people — 
as meaning that the United States 
at long last had come around to 
welcoming the Generalissimo back 
into the fold and forgiving all. 

This was too much for Wash- 
ington to take. After all it is the 
function of the President, not of 
any theater commander, to make 
foreign policy. Truman sent Aver- 
ell Harriman out to Tokyo. Har- 
riman made the trip out to Japan

and back in five days. There fol- ~ 


lowed much bleary - face-saving. 
Harriman announced that the Ad- 
ministration leaders had, after all, 
known of the MacArthur trip be- 
forehand ‘(but not exactly when 
he was going) and that it was “en- 
tirely natural” that the Supreme 
Commander should want to visit 
Formosa. The American attitude 
to Formosa, Harriman said, was 
unchanged. 

Then on Aug. 10 MacArthur is- 
sued a statement in his most furi- 
ous vein. He said with &@ggres- 
sive emphasis that his visit to 
Formosa was “limited entirely to 
military matters.” “My visit,” the 
General stated, “has been mali- 
ciously represented to the public 
by those who invariably, in the 
past, have propagandized a policy 
of defeatism and appeasement in 
the Pacific.” : 

This uproar had important re- 
percussions abroad. In important 
organs of the London press came 
editorials under such titles as

“The Menace of Gen. MacAr- 
thur.” In reply the Supreme Com- 


‘mander issued another indignant 


statement, this time directed 
against London, and protesting at 
the attempt of the British Gov- 
ernment “to arrogate to itself, 
under the guise of membership 
in the United Nations,” the right 
to pass judgment on “the propri- 
ety of the mission of an Ameri- 
can officer.” 

Later there came another ex- 
plosion between Truman and Mac- 
Arthur. The Supreme Comman- 
der had written a statement of 
some length on Formosa, as a 
message to the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars. The release ,date was 
Aug. 28. An alert newspaper man 
got hold of it and called it to 
the attention of the White House. 
This was at midnight on Aug, 25. 
The White House ,was outraged, 
and so was the State Department. 
Truman instructed Louis Johnson, 
‘then the Secretary of Defense, 


to order MacArthur ‘to eat his 
words, i.e., withdraw the message. 


This the General proceeded to, 


do—though not with much grace. 
But it was too late; because one 
magazine 
press with.the full text. 

The MacArthur statement was, 
in itself, not as sensational as 
all the fuss made over it. It 
sketched the geographic position 
of Formosa in relation to the 
defense of the Pacific. The Gen- 
eral did not. specifically state 
that the United States should re- 
main in Formosa for keeps, but 
this was strongly implied. 

Truman had for a long time 
wanted to meet in the flesh this 
man,’ MacArthur, about whose 
spirit he knew so much. One rea- 
son was simple curiosity; another 
was that an exchange of views 
would be profitable. Initiative for 
the meeting came from the. Presi- 
dent. He went to MacArthur, not 
vice versa.

AD A MORE SATISFACTORY CONFERENCE SINCE I'VE BEEN PRESI- 
MacARTHUR REFUSED TO TALK TO REPORTERS. 


The meeting took place on 
Wake Island, in the shabby, 
primitive quarters of the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration, on 
Sunday, Oct. 15, 1950. The at- 
mosphere was cordial. Truman 
and MacArthur talked for an 
hour privately first, and then for 
two hours with their advisers. 
A communique was drafted, 
which was initialed (as one re- 
porter on the scene described it) 
by both men “as if they were 
heads of different governments.” 
Later the General seemed to be 
restless and in a hurry to get 
away. It was a shock to. almost 
everybody that the proceedings 
were so brief. 

The President said as he de- 
parted, “I’ve never had a more 
satisfactory conference since I’ve 
been President.” MacArthur re- 
fused to talk to reporters, with 
the words, “All comments will 
have to come from the publicity 
man of the President,”

E RETURN now to Japan.

forces, but no peace treaty has 
been signed. MacArthur wants a 
peace treaty with Japan. He is 
shrewd enough to know that 
SCAP cannot continue to rule 
Japan indefinitely. In fact he is 
on record as having stated, some

years, and that under no circum- 
stances should it last longer than 
five. Why then has no treaty ever

United States to withdraw while

Japenese security, which means 
security for Japan in the first 
instance, but also security of us, 
the United States, in the Far 
East. 

The issue is a heavy personal 
trial for MacArthur. Article Nine 
vin thé Japanese constitution out- 
“ Jawing ‘war would have to be 
scrapped if Japan rearmed, which 
might be interpreted as a repudi- 
ation of the spirit of the whole 
constitution 

Despite this dilemma 1 treaty 
with Japan would have been 
signed long ago except for per- 
sistent Soviet obstruction. The 
Soviet attitude has been adamant 
since 1947, despite several at- 
tempts at compromise. Hence the 
United States began considera- 
tion recently of the idea of mak- 
ing a separate peace with Japan. 
Russia would simply be left out, 
and the Soviets could like it or 


_lump it. 


The gist is to begin negotia- 
tions for a peace treaty at once, 
with or without Soviet participa- 
tion, to permit Japanese rearma- 
ment on a modest scale, and to 
suggest stationing a limited num- 
ber of American troops in Japan 
without any infringement of Jap- 
anese sovereignty. 

(Editor’s note: John Foster 
Dulles, Republican adviser to the 
State Department, has been in 
Tokyo seeking to work out details 
for a speedy conclusion to a peace 
treaty with Japan.)

O the Japanese really like 
and admire MacArthur as 
much as they say they do? 

Yes. For instance I was en- 
chanted to hear that some Jap- 
anese think that MacArthur him- 
self is partly Japanese; the story 
(of course crazy) is that his great- 
grandmother was a Japanese 
woman born in Kyoto. It is just 
like the Japanese to cook up such 
a legend. Another item is that 
many Japanese confidently expect 
Arthur MacArthur, the Geneéral’s 
son, to marry a Japanese princess 
when he grows up. I even heard 
that some people in Tokyo credit 
him with having a daughter (non- 
existent), so that she may marry 
inte_the royal circles. 

Is MacArthur sincere in his be- 
lief that Japan will become suc- 
cessfully democratized? 

Absolutely. He thinks it is 
democratized already. A seed has 
been planted, and something is 
bound to grow, though we can- 
not know exactly what. Certainly 
Japan will never turn the clock 
back to what it was. 

What, finalfy, is the basis of 
MacArthur’s own zealous hope? 

He believes with absolute con- 
viction on the highest plane, that, 
once a people have tasted free- 
dom, they will never permit it 
to be removed.

TOKYO, May 2 (UP)—The first 
phase of the Communist spring 
offensive in Korea has ended in 
a “ereat victory for the United 


Nations”, Lt. Gen. James A. Van 
Fieet said today. 

Van Fleet, commander of the 

Eighth Army, spoke as U.N. task 
forces went 7s much as five miles 
ahead of the main Allied: line 
seeking contact with the elusive 
Red armies. 

The Communists, who lost an 
estimated 70,000 men in the first 
round of their offensive, have 
pulled back up to 20 miles in 
some sectors to regroup for the 
-second round. They are ex- 

pect-d to resume the attack in 
| tree to five days. 

““We have punished the Com- 
munist forces severely,” Van 
Fleet told newspaper men in Ko- 
rea after paying a flying visit to 
Tenth Corps advance headquar- 
ters. 

“The enemy has failed in the 
first phase of his offensive. He 
has paid a heavy price. 

“The first part of the battle 
has ended in a great victory for 
the United Nations.” 

Foresees Another Attack. 

But he said he thought the Chi- 
nese would strike again. 

“He has the capability of hit- 
ting again as hard as before or 
harder,” Van Fleet said. “How- 
ever, I am confident the results 
will be the same.” 

Van Fleet said he believed .the. 
Red offensive was designed to 
gain a quick military decision in 
Korea. 

“Certainly it is part of his an- 
mounced plan to destroy us or 
force us into the sea,” he said. 

United States Navy torpedo 
planes sought to disrupt enemy 
plans t swing around. Seoul to 
the east with a daring torpedo 
raid yesterday on the huge Hwa- 
chon dam just east of Hwachon 
itself and seven miles north of 
the Thirty-eighth parallel. 

An undisclosed number of 
Dottglas Skyraiders from the car- 
rier Princeton destroyed one 
flood gate of the dam and blasted 
a 10-foot hole extending below 
the waterline in another, loosing 
millions of gallons of water into 
the Pukhan and Han rivers. 

Had Closed Fleodgates. 

The Reds had closed the flood- 
gates in an attempt to lower the 
rivers and make them easily 
fordable—in the second round of 
their offensive. 

The raid marked the first com- 
bat aerial torpedo attack since 
World War II. The floodgate tar- 
gets were 20 feet high, 40 feet 
wide and 2% feet thick. ~

Louis today is deep underground, 
followiag the party’s national pat- 
tern, investigation by the Post- 
Dispatch has shown.

AMERICAN LOSSES 
IN KOREA WAR NOW 
STAND AT 62,799 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (UP)— 
The Defense Department today 
reported a new total of 62,799 
American casualties in the Korean 
war. 

This is an increase of 1055 over 
the total reported a week ago. 
-The new figure represents 
casualties whose next of kin have 
been notified thorugh last Fri- 
day. The actual number is higher 
since there is a time lag of one 


to three weeks in notifying next 
of kin. 

The total includes 9603 killed, 
42,246 wounded and 10,950 miss- 
ing in action. Of the wounded, 
1110 have since died and 100 of 
the missing are known dead, rais- 
ing the total of combat deaths to 
10,813. The missing total also 
included 1166 who have since re- 
turned to United States military 
control and 113 known prisoners 
of war, leaving 9571 currently 
missing. 

This week’s figures showed an 
increase of 223 in the number of 
dead, 818 in the wounded, and 14 
in the missing, as compared with 
last week’s totals.

10 RED CHINA STIR 
GOMMONS UPROAR 


Shinwell Becomes Net- 
tled During Question- 
ing About British Co- 
lonial Exports.

LONDON, May 2 (AP) —Dis- 
closure of big rubber shipments 
from the British colonies to Red 
China touched off an angry up- 
roar in the House of Commons 
today. 

Official figures supplied by the 
Colonial Office showed British 
Malaya sent the Chinese Commu- 
nists 120,000 tons of this highly 
strategic material in the nine 
months ending in March. This 
compared with 27,500 tons during 
the whole of 1949. 

During the same period Malaya 
and Singapore sold another 40,400 
tons to Russia. 

Bad Time for Shinwell. 

Defense Minister Emanuel! Shin- 
well got caught between the 
figures and Conservative oppo- 
nents of the Labor Government 
while reviewing the situation in 
Korea. 

Shinwell said British casualties 
during the new drive by the Chi- 
nese Communists totaled 48 dead, 
223 wounded and 803 missing as 
of noon today. 

Raymond Blackburn, independ- 
ent, asserted Britain supplied Red 
China with “thousands of tons of 
steel, with locomotives, ships and 
aircraft” during January, Feb- 
ruary and March, and demanded: 

“Is it not high time we ceased 
to support the people against 
whom our boys are fighting in 
Korea with war materials?” 

Sidesteps Responsibility. 

Shinwell described Blackburn’s 
statement as “inaccurate.” He de- 
clared: 

“For several months we have 
placed an embargo on exports of 
strategic materials to China. We 
have done everything possible to 
prevent strategic material from 
reaching China which could be 
deployed against our forces.”, 

Blackburn then asked for as- 
surances that no rubber was be- 
ing exported from any British ter- 
ritory to China. Singapore dis- 
patches have told of such ship- 
ments in recent mdnths. 

Shinwell replied that it was 
“quite impossible” for him to say 
“what private exporters may be 
doing.” 
Churchill Asks Question. 

Shinwell said the question 
ought to be addressed to the 
“appropriate minister” — presum-

WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
The Senate Agriculture Commit- 
tee said today the Government's 
new price control order on beef 
will cause “a severe meat famine 
leading to early rationing.” 

The committee adopted a reso- 
lution calling for rescinding of 
the order “witholt delay.” 


The resolution deals with a reg- 
ulation issued by the Office of 
Price Stabilization last Saturday. 
Effective May 9, it imposes price 
ceilings on beef sold at whole- 
sale, the committee said. 

The resolution says the order 
already “has resulted in live- 
stock producers rushing their 
t before they are 
finished to their best marketable 
weights.” 

“Such premature marketing 
will result in a loss of meat for 
consumers,” the resolution de- 
clares, and “the (cattle) feeders 
who produce much of the meat 
supply will suffer severe losses.”

How Vote Was Divided. 
Vote for the general school tax 
increase of 12 cents on the $100 
(from 89 cents to $1.01) was: For 
the increase, 64,783; against. it, 
33,448; favorable majority, 31,335. 

Vote on the bond issue was: For 
it, 64,643; against it, 32,844;-~de- 
. feated, under the constitutional 
two-thirds requirement, by 349. 

Total vote cast was 98,231 on 
the tax proposition,*97,487.on the 
bonds. The. vote on the bonds 
probably was somewhat smaller in 
volume. because it was the second 
of the two propositions on the bal- 
lot and may have been. overlooked 
by some voters. 

The total vote, only 27 per cent 
of the registration, was disap- 
pointingly small to campaign lead- 
ers, es since it was a fine 

spring day, Electiof officials had 
thought it t reach 130,000.
